Britain Refuses to Join 


U.S. in Acknowledging 


Japan’s Right to Islands 


Favors Settlement 
Direct With Soviet 
on Historic Facts 


By The Associated Press 


LONDON, Sept. 15— 
Britain refused today to 
join the United States in 
acknowledging the islands 
of Kunashiri and Etorofu 


as part of Japan. 

An authoritative source ex- 
plained that Japan has solicited 
no view from Britain on the is- 
lands at the southern end of 
the Kuriles. The islands hold a 
key issue in the Soviet-Japanese 
peace treaty negotiations. 


The British Foreign Office 
favors settlement on _ historic 
grounds directly between Japan 
and the Soviet Union, or pos- 
sibly, through the International 
Court of Justice. 


The British position was in 
contrast to that of the United 
States which yesterday interven- 
ed formally to give full support 
to Japan’s position in the stale- 
mated peace treaty talks with 
Russia. 


In response to a Japanese re- 
quest for a legal opinion, the 
United States in a note declared 
the two islands should “in 
justice” be acknowledged by 
Russia as Japanese territory. 
Such an act by Russia would, 
in the American view, help 
reduce Far Eastern tension, the 
note added. 


The Soviet Union, which oc- 
cupied the Kuriles as a result 
of the Yalta Agreement of 1945, 
did not sign the San Francisco 
Peace Treaty with Japan in 
1951 and has refused to return 
the two islands to Japan. 


The British informant said 
this country fully supports the 
American position in 
five other aspects 
Japanese peace negotiations: 


1, The Yalta Agreement was 
no more than a statement of 
intent and had no legally bind- 
ing effect in its provisions re- 
garding the transfer of any 
Japanese territory. 


2. The San Francisco peace 
settiement did not finally estab- 
lish the sovereignty of the ter- 
ritories which Japan was called 
upon to renounce. These includ- 
ed the Kuriles and Taiwan. 


3. Japan’s act of renuncia- 
tion did not give it right to give 
away or transfer sovereignty 
over any territory. : 


U.K. Action Shocks 
Gov't, Tory Leaders 


Reports from London that 
Britain refused yesterday to join 
the United States in acknowl- 
edging the islands of Kunashiri 
and Etorofu as part of Japan 
Proper came as a considerable 
shock to Government and 
Liberal-Democratic leaders. 


This attitude on the part of 
Britain is expected to exert a 
big influence over the opinion 
among Liberal-Democrats that 
the territorial issue pending be- 
tween Japan and the Soviet 
Union be settled at an inter- 
national conference in the 
future. 

Yakichiro Suma, Vice-Chair- 
man of the Liberal-Democratic 
Party’s Foreign Affairs Re- 
search Council, told The Japan 
Times last night; “Our opinion 
in favor of settling the issue at 
Such a conference will not 
undergo the slightest change, 
but in view of the British at- 
titude the realization of our plan 
will be fraught with many dif- 
ficulties.” , 

Suma further said that there 
will be no other way but to 
persuade various countries con- 
cerned including Britain in 
order to realize the plan. 

Suma said, however, that it 
Was an unfriendly attitude of 
Britain to clarify its view 
against Japan at a time when 
Japan is about to resume nego- 
tiations with the Soviet Union.

U.S. Clarifies Stand 


On Adenauer Plan 


The United States clarified its 
stand on the so-called “Adenauer 
formula” hinting support of 
Japan’s peace negotiations with 
the Soviet Union under this for- 
mula in an oral statement given 
to Foreign Minister Shigemitsu 
Saturday along with the “aide- 
memoire” on Japan-Soviet peace 
talks, which was made public 
yesterday, informed diploma- 
tic observers told The Japan 
Times yesterday. 

The same sources said that 
the oral statement, which wa 
designed to supplement the 
aide-memoire, but not made pub- 
lic, was quoted as follows: 

“It is not clear why the 
Soviet position on the availabi- 
lity of the “Adenauer formula” 
had hardened and it appears 
possible that this is a bargain- 
ing device and that the door is 
not closed.” 

This quotation is regarded as 
an American interpretation of 
the doubt expressed by Shige- 
mitsu to the U.S. authorities 


that there is any prospect of the 
Sovieis agreeing to the conclu- 
sion of peace negotiations under 
the Adenauer formula. 

This statement intimated, as 
Shigemitsu revealed following 
his Monday talks with Ambas- 
sador John M. Allison, that the 
United States considers it is 
still premature to call an inter- 
national conference for settle- 
ment- of the Japan-Soviet ter- 
ritorial issue. 

There are contradictory inter- 
pretations among the Japanese 
of the American aide-memoire 
as to whether it intended to 
support the Japanese Govern- 
ment’s policy of establishing 
peace with the Soviet Union by 
the “Adenauer formula”. 

They said Shigemitsu. was 
incomprehensible in announc- 
ing the aide-memoire only and 
keeping the oral statement 
secret, although the Japanese 
Government has been allowed

For Meddling 


MOSCOW, Sept. 13 (AP)— 
Pravda today accused the United 
States of a new “crude inter- 
vention” in Japan’s internal 
affairs in an effort “to foil nor- 
malization”’ of Soviet-Japanese 
relations. 


A special article in the Com- 
munist Party organ titled “Ren- 
dezvous in Marunouchi” said 
the U.S. Ambassador John M. 
Allison had advised Japanese 
Foreign Minister Shigemitsu 
that it is time to discuss the 
Soviet-Japanese dispute over 
territorial questions. 


“It is not difficult to see,” 
Pravda said, “that Allison’s 
statement is another crude in- 
tervention in Japan’s affairs 
with the objective of foiling an 
adjustment in the normalization 
of Soviet-Japanese relations. 


“The Japanese people under- 
stand ... peaceful settlement 
with the Soviet Union would 
end the American policy of 
isolating Japan and _ restore 
Japan’s natural economic bonds 
and re-establish that country’s 
genuine independence.” 


Pravda added that Japan’s 
ruling party “is attempting to 
find a way out of the situation” 
by sending Prime Minister Hato- 
yama to Moscow. 


Tokyo, Washington 
Agreed, DullesSays 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (AP) 
—Secretary of State Dulles said 
today there was agreement in 
both Tokyo and Washington 
that it would be useful at this 
time to make public full United 
States support of Japan in cal. 
ling for the return to Japan 
two Soviet-occupied islands in 
the South Kuriles. 


He told his news conference 
this was the reason for making 
public yesterday an_ aide- 
memoire sent by the State 
Department to Japanese Foreign 
Minister Shigemitsu last week- 
end.

Warning Said 
Given France 
By Bulganin 


PARIS, Sept. 13 (AP)—Rus- 
sian Premier Bulganin has 
warned France against the use 
of force in the Suez Canal 
crisis, authoritative sources said 
today, 

The Russian advice was con- 
tained in a personal letter to 
French Premier Guy Mollet, 
who visited Moscow last spring. 
Officials who had read it said 
it was written in a friendly 
almost paternal tone. 


Bulganin counselled the 
French to use moderation and 
was reported to have said that 
the use of force in such a situa- 
tion is not conceivable in this 
day and age. It appeared, these 
officials said, to be inspired by 
concern that an outbreak of 
violence in the Middle East 
might spread uncontrollably. 


Bulganin was reported to 
have said that he had learned 
of the Egyptian nationalization 
of the canal in the same way as 
all other countries concerned. 
The implication was that the 
Russians had no advance 
knowledge of the move. 


At London, Prime Minister 
Eden also received a personal 
message from Bulganin, whose 
Government has been support- 
ing Nasser all down the line. 


Though details were not 
disclosed, French and British 
diplomatic sources said the 


Soviet leader was telling the 
two Western Powers in a 
friendly way to take it easy. 


U.K. Blames Israel 
For Frontier Clash 


LONDON, Sept. 13 (AP)— 
Britain today blamed’ Israel for 
a frontier incident in which 19 
Jordanians were killed and 
three wounded in a new flareup 
of fighting. 


The British Foreign Office 
said preliminary reports from 
British sources in the area 
“show that the incident repre- 
sents a violation by Israel of 
recent assurances given to the 
Secretary-General of the United 
Nations that the Palestine cease- 
fire will be respected.” 


The spokesman indicated that 
the fighting was on the Jordan 
side of the frontier. 

He said that the incident will 
be investigated by the United 
Nations armistice supervision 
authorities... 

The Jordanian Government 
already has lodged a complaint 
with the U.N, Armistice Com- 
mission, claiming an Israeli re- 
giment crossed the frontier and 
that Israeli engineers blew up

JERUSALEM, Sept. 13 (Kyodo-

dead along the taut borders, 
Israeli sources said border 
incidents were on the increase 
since the Suez crisis broke, and 
particularly along the Jordanian 
borders since Jordan fired Gen.

Tory Groups 
May Iron Out 
Differences 

Next Week . 


The main-current group and 
the executives of the Liberal- 
Democratic Party are now con: 
vinced that the 4ntraparty dif- 
ferences will iron out within 
next week in favor of the Prime 
Minister’s trip to the Russian 
capital as anti-main current 
groups are gradually changing 
their attitude to approve in 
principle the contemplated trip 
and the so-called “Adenauer 
formula.” 


The die-hards, including the 
Yoshida group and members of 
the Foreign Affairs Research 
Council of the ‘ory party, still 
maintained their former attitu- 
des at various meetings of the 
party vesterday. 

However, it is worthy of note 
that their opposition centered 
mainly on the way the main- 
current group arbitrarily pro- 
ceeded with matters related to 
the peace negotiations without 
party debates and not on the 
five-point formula for Soviet- 
Japanese rapprochement itself. 

The anti-main-current groups 
are planning to work out their 
‘own policy line for Soviet-Japa- 
nese negotiations at a joint 
meeting of the party’s Policy 
Board and the Foreign Affairs 
Research Council, which are 
under the strong influence of 
the anti-main-currenters. 

Indications are that they are 
going to assume the attitude 
that they will ‘acknowledge the 
Prime Minister’s visit to Mos- 
cow if their policy is approved 
by the Government. 

The subcommittee composed 
of members from the two bodies 
have already started drafting 
their policy for the negotiations, 
which is expected te conform 
fundamentally to the five-point 
program of the Government. 

It is further expected that the 
program will call for continued 
negotiation with the Soviet on

A Delicate Relationship 


A delicate relationship is now 
developing in the Liberai-Demo- 
cratic Party between the main 
current faction headed by Agri- 
culture-Forestry Minister Kono 
and the former Progressives rep- 
resented by Matsumura and 
Miki. 


Although the former Progres- 
sives are not opposed to Hato- 
yama’s proposed visit to Mos- 
cow, they might very well turn 
against the main current faction 
on the question of Shigemitsus 
“treatment” and Hatoyama’s re 
tirement. 


The main current itself is 
worried about ‘what to do with 
Shigemitsu. 


It would best suit their book 
if Shigemitsu. were to climb 
down of his own accord, Dut 
there is no likelihood of his 
obliging them in this respect. 


They cannot force Shigemitsu 
to resign, for although the for- 
mer Progressives do not active- 
ly support Shigemitsu, they 
would undoubtedly take up arms 
against the main current faction 
if Shigemitsu were abused too 
harshly. 

Shigemitsu has opposed the 
Adenauer formula on the 
grounds that it is. both imprac- 
ticable and improper, and it Is 
therefore the opinion of the 
main current faction that Shige- 
mitsu’s participation in the next 
mission to Moscow is out of the 
question. 

If Shigemitsu were to be left 
behind in Tokyo, however, it 
would mean that he would pre 
side over the Cabinet meetings 
in his position as Deputy Prime 
Minister. This is vet ‘another 
source of anxiety for the main 
current faction. 

The alternative would be to 


give the position of acting 
Prime Minister to Tatsunosuke 
Takasaki, director. of. the . Eco-; 
nomic Planning Agency, but. 
this might not be practicable in 
view of the protests’ it would) 
evoke from the former Progres- 
Sives. 

To sum up, whether: Shige 
mitsu accompanies the Moscow 
delegation or stays . behind § as 
acting Prime Minister, it 
seems likely in either case that 
those concerned wiil -settie for’ 
a compromise plan. making him 
a mere figurehead. 

As far as the main current 
faction is concerned, however, 
even more urgent than’ :the 
Shigemitsu problem is the ques- 
tion of Hatoyama’s retirement. 

There is an important condi- 
tion attached to the former 
Progressives’ support of Hato- 
yama’s visit to Moscow—that 
he must resign after his re- 
turn. 

In fact, a certain . leader. af 
the former Progressives went 
so far as to warn Hatoyama 
secretly that his faction would 
like the Prime Minister to. an- 
nounce his retirement at Hane- 
da Airport immediately after 
his return from Moscow, and 
if he should try to prolong the 
life of his Cabinet on the 
Strength of any success that 
might result from the Moscow 
trip, the former Progressives 
would launch a moyement to 
Overthrow him. 

Should Hatoyama’s proposed 
visit to Moscow materialize, 
both he and Shigemitsu will 
end up in the same boat— 
retirement. And on this will

Japan Prepares to Test 


Ist Supersonic Rockets 


For the first time in Japan 
three supersonic rockets will 
be tested during a 13-day 
period starting Sept. 21 at the 
Michikawa beach in  AkKita 
Prefecture. 


The rockets will be of the 
Kappa-128JS type. The first 
rocket will be set off Sept. 24 
and the second Sept. 27. The 
third one will be launched 
Sept. 28 if the preceding tests 
prove successful. 


The schedule was decided 
upon at a meeting of the Inter- 
Ministerial Rocket Observation 
Council in Tokyo Tuesday in 
preparation for experiments 
during the 1957-58 Internation. 
al Geophysical Year. 

The council took up the issue 
of whether “rockoon” (com- 


bination of rocket and balloon) 
tests should be conducted, but 
failed to reach any agreement. 


The flight of the three 
rockets will be observed by 
tracking units to be placed at 
five points some two and a half 
miles away from the launchers. 


The Kappa-128JS has a speed 
of 2,000 miles per hour, 2.7 times 
faster than the small rockets 80 
far tested. It is seven feet long 
and weighs 88 pounds with all 
energy output said to be 15 
times that of the “baby” type 
rockets. It is designed to fly 
to an altitude of 26,000 feet. 


The council is planning to 
test two-stage rockets of the 
same type early in November 
if the coming experiment 
proves a success.

Maintenance of the na- 
tional finances at the present 
level and reduction of the scale 
of administrative finance where 
possible, 

3. -Nonissuance of public 
bonds and use of a major part 
of increased national revenues 
for tax reductions. . 


4. Furtherance of “economic 
diplomacy” with special em- 
phasis on economic cooperation 
between Japan and Southeast 
Asian countries, development of 
smali businesses, boosting of 
productivity, improvement of 
highways and modernization of 
industrial equipment and facili- 
ties.

Osaka Exporters Want 
Design Center There 


OSAKA, Sept. 13 — Something} 
of an east-west struggle is brew- 
ing as local exporters of sun- 
dries are bracing themselves to 
set up a national design center 
in this city in a move to squash 
an earlier plan of their Tokyo 
confreres to establish a similar 
organ in the capital.

Fishery Agency's View 


Fishery Agency authorities in 
Tokyo yesterday saw little hope 
for any appreciable increase in 
Japan’s tuna exports to the U.S.

fishery interests. 

Commenting on a report that 
the Federal Trade Commission 
had filed a suit against the 
Pacific Coast tuna packers, ship- 
owners and fishermen’s unions 
for monopolizing the U.S. tuna 
market, a spokesman of the

Capital increases of various 
companies from January to Dec- 
cember this year, are estimated 
to total ¥220,000 million, includ- 
ing ¥45,100 million of gratis de- 
liveries of stocks to sharehold- 
ers under the law. 

According to Kabutocho 
analysts, the year's estimated 
capital increase will far surpass 
the previous annual record of 
¥°137,900 million for 1953.

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= U.S. Aide-Memoire 


The American aide-memoire on the subject of the 
current negotiations between Japan and the Soviet Union 
is a carefully worded document which may be regarded, 
so far as it goes, as an authoritative clarification of the 


actual situation. 
It was made public in order to cover the inadequacies 


of Foreign Minister Shigemitsu’s explanation of its con-_ 


tents. The unfortunate impression had been given that 
the United States was interfering in the internal affairs of 
Japan and in the conduct of the Japanes¢-Soviet negotia- 
tions. ag? 

But it has.now been made clear from the contents of 
the American memorandum that there has been no attempt 
to influence Japan against adjusting her relations with the 
Soviet Union. To the contrary, the document states that 
the formal termination of the state of war between Japan 
and the Soviets “has been long overdue.” 

While it is not known why the Foreign Minister kept 
silent until now about his receipt of the American memo- 
randum last weekend, we welcome its publication as a 
means of clarifying the territorial issue. 


The conclusion is reached by the United States that 
the islands of Etorofu and Kunashiri (along with Habomai 
islands and Shikotan which constitute a portion of Hok- 
kaido) have always been a part of Japan Proper and 
should in justice be acknowledged as under Japanese sover- 
eignty. The U.S. document also points out that under the 
San Francisco Peace Treaty Japan does not have the right 
to transfer sovereignty over the territories she renounced. 

These facts may not lead Moscow to alter its attitude 
at the present time, but they certainly form a useful con- 
tribution to world opinion which may bear fruit hereafter. 

There is nothing in the aide-memoire ‘to discourage 
Prime Minister Hatoyama from going to Moscow if the 
Russians care to receive him and the Japanese Cabinet is 
agreeable. But it would seem that, unless the Russians 
should change their attitude, further discussion of the 
territorial issue is practically ruled out. The course open 
now is to leave the territorial issue for a later settlement 
and to proceed along the so-called Adenauer formula under 
which Soviet Russia and West Germany recognized the 
end of the war and exchanged envoys but left a formal 
peace treaty pending. 


Leaving the territorial question aside, the American 
memorandum mentions, and backs up Japan on, three 
points upon which this country is generally agreed. They 
are: the formal termination of the state of war, Japan’s 
admission to the United Nations and the return of all 
Japanese prisoners of war in accordance with the original 
surrender terms. Although it is not mentioned in the aide- 
memoire, there is also, of course, the important matter 
of a proper fishery agreement. 

So far as Mr. Hatoyama’s proposed visit to Moscow 
is concerned, a reply from the Kremlin to his letter must 
be awaited before a formal decision can be made here. 
But in the meantime, efforts must go on to reshape and 
unify Japanese policy with regard to the Soviet Union. 


The Prime Minister is reported as taking the stand 
that negotiations on the territorial issue should be held 
with Moscow at a later date. But whether the Russians 
would agree to make a formal statement accepting this as 
4 condition to a partial agreement of the sort now envisag- 
ed still remains doubtful. It might be the wisest course 
for Japan, if she is convinced of the advisability of going 
ahead with the adjustment of her Russian relations, to 
rest her territorial claims on the legal basis of the San 
.Francisco Peace Treaty and to say no more. 

It cannot be doubted that America is trying to help 
Japan by clarifying the territorial situation. And it is 
quite definite that Japan cannot declare that Etorofu and 
Kunashiri are Russian territory without transgressing the 
letter and spirit of the Peace Treaty. But the Soviets, 
of course, do not agree on this point. 


Under the ciréumstances, the restoration of relations 
without ‘an immediate territorial settlement may be in- 
evitable as a temporary measure. But if such a decision 
is to be made, it must be accompanied by the unification 
of opinion at home and the taking of all necessary pre- 
paratory and precautionary measures. 

It is a most unfortunate development that when any 
important statement is made, the politicians are always 
trying to utilize it to further their own interests. The 
American aide-memoire, for instance, is quite clear and 
definite, but the rival factions in the Government party 
have chogen to interpret it in a manner most convenient 
to their particular positions. 

The task of adjusting relations with the Soviet Union 
is difficult under any circumstance and there is certainly 
no need to make it more complicated by continuing the 
internal factional feuds. 


L“Press Comments — 


Friday, Sept. 14 

Asahi Shimbun, commenting 
on the American aide-memoire 
made public vesterday, said it 
is quite clear that the American 
interpretation of the title to 
Etorofu and Kunashiri islands 
Clashes with the demands of 
the Soviet Union during the 
Russo-Japanese peace talks in 
Moscow. The aide-memoire, the 
paper said, also makes it further 
difficult to find any reasons 
justifying the Russian claims 
that the. territorial issue had 
alréady been settled through 
the Yatta Agreement. Responsi- 
bility for solving the matter, it 
Said, rests with various coun- 
tries involved in the Yalta docu- 
ment. 


Mainichi Shimbun said if the 
American aide-memoire - had 
been issued before the Russo- 
Japanese peace talks in Moscow 
it would have given untold en- 
couragement to the Japanese 
delegation. For, the paper said, 
the official American views on 
the Japanese territorial claims 

gate the Russian stand in its 
Wentirety and concurs with the 
Japanese position. It also suf- 
fices to show how the Russian 
territorial demand is unilateral, 
_ the paper contended. 


Yomiuri Shimbun, dealing 
with the latest U.S. aide-memoire 
on the Russo-Japanese peace 
talks, urged Prime Minister 
Hatoyama to proceed to Mos- 
cow with full self-confidence 
now that he has obtained U.S, 
endorsement of his plan. It can 
safely be said, the paper indicat- 
ed, that the American aide- 
memoire has given its indirect 
support to the Governments 


plan of adopting the Adenauer 
peace formula shelving the ter- 
ritorial issue. The paper, how- 
ever, wished that the U.S. views 
had been made clear at the initi- 
al stage of the peace talks. 


Chubu Nippon Shimbun (Na- 
goya) urged the Government to 
push forward its power resour- 
ces development prugram to alle- 
viate the present power short- 
age. The major,.mission of the 
power industry, the paper point- 
ed out, is to recover the wartime 
and postwar lags in enforcing 
the program. It, especially, 
lamented that the power defi- 
ciency has constituted a major 
bottleneck to the nation’s min- 
ing and manufacturing indus- 
tries. The nine electric com- 
panies, it said, must endeavor 
to develop thermal power gene- 
ration and the Japan Power Re- 
sources Development Company 
should do what it can in devel- 
oping water power resources, 


Nishi Nihon Shimbun (Fuku- 
oka) said it does not necessarily 
oppose the projected visit by 
Prime Minister Hatoyama to 
Moscow to resume the suspend- 
ed Russo-Japanese peace par- 
ley. It, however, reminded the 
Government to double check 
the attitude to be taken in the 
coming talks even if it was 
given a Russian reply to the 
five-point peace proposal. In 
this regard, the paper pointed 
to the conflicting reports that 
the Soviet Union had accepted 
the Japanese desire to shelve 
the territorial issue on the one 
hand, and that they had not 
budged an inch oa their initial 
territorial claims on the other. 


The Position of Suez Pilots 


High Qualifications Now Being Replaced by Lower Standards

One aspect of the Suez Canal 
Crisis about which there have 
been many conflicting reports 
is that concerning the canal 
pilots.. These are the men with- 
out whom the canal cannot be 
operated, the most important 
men of all. Who are they, how 
does one get the job and wha 
sort of job is it? 

The Suez Canal presents prob- 
lems of navigation unlike any 
other similar waterway. It is 
cut through a desert land of 
unpredictable climatic changes 
and exposed to sudden sand 
storms, unusual cross winds and 
underwater currents. The men 
who pilot the ships must, there- 
fore, have a training and ex- 
perience which no other canal 
can provide. 

The Suez Canal Company 
from its inception has recruited 
pilots from all over the world, 
including Egypt, on a basis of 
general marine competence and 
potential capacity to navigate 
in the canal. Each man must 
have had at least 10 years, ex- 
perience on the high seas and 
have held a master’s certificate 
for two years. He then has to 
undergo from one to three years’ 
training on the canal before he 
is allowed to guide any ship on 
his own. 


Qualifications High 


Even then he is allowed to 
pilot only ships of medium ton- 
nage. It takes 15 years to be- 
come what the company calls 
a pilote major and only one in 
this class is allowed to take big 
loaded tankers and passenger 
ships through the canal. The 
qualifications are high. That 
is why, so far, the canal has 
been safe. 

At the time of the seizure of 
the canal there were 205 pilots 
employed by the company: 61 
British, 53 French, 40 Egyptian 
and 51 of 11 other different na- 
tionalities. For the past five or 
six years the Egyptian Govern- 
ment has been pressing for the 
employment of more Egyptian 
pilots, but this was difficult 
owing to the paucity of Egyp- 
tians with the necessary basic 
qualifications. 

In order to force the company 
to accept more Egyptians the 
Government refused visas to 
foreign pilots with the result 
that, during the first four 
months of 1956, 130 vessels 
were delayed for an average of 
12 hours because of the scarcity 
of pilots. ! 


Standards Lowered 


After long negotiation, it 
was agreed in March that up 
to March, 1957, visas would be 
granted to 27 new foreign 
pilots, provided that 32 new 
Egyptian pilots were accepted 
for training, despite the fact 
that some of them lacked the 
necessary basic qualifications. 
Thus, as matters stand today, 
it is possible to say that the 
majority of the canal pilots 
hold their positions because 
they are pilots and some be- 
cause they are Egyptians, 

Having thus succeeded in 
lowering the standards in the 
pilot corps, Colonel Nasser then 
proceeded to nationalize the 
canal and with it, for all practi- 
cal purposes, the pilots as well. 
Under Article 4 of the National- 
ization -Law all officials, em- 
ployes and workmen of the 
company were compelled to re- 
main at their posts. Under 
Article 5, they were threatened 
with imprisonment and loss of 
gratuity, pension or compensa- 
tion if they resigned. Shortly 
afterwards came the blunt an- 
nouncement that any pilot who 
failed to carry out his normal 
duties would be liable to court- 
martial. 

Reaction Strong 

World opinion reacted so 
Strongly against this obvious 
violation of human rights that 
the next step taken by Colonel 
Nasser was to declare that in 
certain circumstances pilots 
could, as individuals, resign 
from their posts. 

On the other hand, once the 
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principle of freedom of labor 
had been conceded, the Suez 
Canal Company felt that the 
should do everything possible 
to assist maintenance of the 
flow of traffic through the cana) 
while negotiations were going 
on, and accordingly they adyigs. 
ed the foreign pilots to stay at 
their posts. In this they were 
supported by the main Govern. 
ments of the nationals gon. 
cerned. 

The next step however, was 
for the Egyptian Government to 
advertise the world around for 
new foreign pilots, thus indi¢at- 
ing that they saw little like 
lihood of a settlement and that 
in any case they intended, as 
soon as possible, to get rid of 
some, at least, of the existin 
pilots. The position, then, of 
most of those pilots is that,, at 
best they are working under 
constant threat of dismissal if 
the Egyptian Government has 
its way. 

Egyptians Preferred 

The newly recruited pilots, if 
and when such there be, will at 
least have the satisfaction of 
knowing that Colonel Nasser 
still recognizes the need for 
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foreigners in the service but it 
is unlikely that, before enter 
the service, they will not 
study the conditions of the past 
five or six years and discover 
that his intention is to replace 
such foreigners by Egyptians. 
They realize, then, that they 
are being invited to take on a 
job until Egyptians can be 
found to take it away from 
them. ‘These are strange condi- 
tions of employment but we live 
in strange times. 

As far as the canal pilots are 
concerned, we have gone from 
a position in which a_ highly 
qualified and subsequently well- 
trained corps of pilots, recruit- 
ed solely on the basis of com- 

tence, was accorded security 
of tenure and all such condi- 
tions as make for loyal and 
efficient service, to one in which 
qualifications are no longer im- 
portant, except the basic one of 
being an Egyptian, and nobody 
except an Egyptian can ever be 
sure of his job.

WASHINGTON—The Victor 
Riesel acid-blinding case may 
force the Justice Department to 
go ahead with its long-threaten- 
ed crackdown on labor racke- 
teers. This could boomerang 
against the Republicans, whose 
most potent labor support 
comes from the racket-tainted 
Teamsters Union .. . Johnny 
Dio, arrested by the FBI for 
allegedly ordering the acid, 
throwing, is'an underworld pal 
of teamsters strongman Jimmy 
Hoffa. 


Dio once got a charter from company at Memphis, Tenn.,- 


the teamsters to organize New 
York City taxi drivers, He also 
teamed up with Hoffa in an ef- 
fort to oust Martin Lacey as 
president of the Teamsters 
Joint Council....Hoffa present- 
ly is leading the GOP drive in- 
side the union. He also put 
up teamster money to sponsor 
TV and radio programs for the 
Republican state convention in 
Michigan....Teamster front- 
man Dave Beck was one of five 
labor chiefs who refused to 
endorse the Democratic presi- 
dential ticket at the AFL-ClO 
executive council meeting. 


Both Hoffa and Dio are also 
close to Chicago’s colorful la- 
bor racketeer, Paul “Red” Dorf- 
man... Dorfman runs separate 
boys’ and girls’ camps in Win- 
osha, Wis., uses them as 
blind for labor officials and

... Investigators recently traced 
two long-distance calls from 
Harold Krieger to mobster 
Abner “Longie” Zwillman at 
Dorfman’s Winosha camps.... 
Dorfman also operates a dude 
ranch outside Gulfport, Miss., 
where he entertains celebrities 
and racketeers. 

Hoffa's ‘Purple’ Past 

Hoffa, once linked with the 
Detroit “purple mob,” has a 
reputation as a muscle man. 
One investigator’s report quotes 
him as saying about a Jersey 
City waterfront mobster: “Tell 
that S.O.B. to straighten out. 
Never mind, I'll do it myself. 
I’m going to New York myself 
to do it.”

Southern Labor Split? 


AFL-CIO President George 
Meany’s outspoken stand 
segregation may precipitate a 
Southern revolt inside the labor 
movement.

sourceful organizer with trade 
union experience to take the jnj. 


trade union element already rep- 
resented in the fast growing 


White Citizens Council Move- 
ment.” 

The memo estimated that 
“more than 250,000 members of 
unions have already been seri- 
ously affected by inroads made 
in organized labor by the White 
Citizens Councils in the states 


of Alabama, Georgia, Missis- 
sippi, Tennessee, and South 
Carolina,” and warned that 


“there are unlimited funds avail- 
able from the southwestern oil 
and other interests for a move- 
ment aimed at the destruction 
of labor unions.” 
Workers Join White Councils 
The memo reported that 
workers in the Firestone rub- 
ber plant, Ford assembly plant, 
and International Harvester 


“are believed to constitute a 
majority of the White Citizens 
Councils and Pro-Southerners, 
Inc,” 

Steel workers at Fairfield, Tar- 
rant City, and Bessemer, Ala., 
are “the base” of the local 
White Citizens Council, the con- 
fidential report added. In Mont- 
gomery County, the seven-man 
White Citizens executive board 
includes four union members, 

In Tuscaloosa, the memo said, 
“despite denials of the rubber 


workers local union that their: 


members had no part in the 
riot at the University of Ala- 
bama, observers who were pres- 
ent state that the demonstra- 
tion was organized and led by 
union members from nearby 
rubber, paper, and steel plants.”

U.S. Foreign Aid 


By PAUL L. FORD 


WASHINGTON — U.S. foreign 
aid will be given closer scrutiny 
this year than ever before. 
Three committees—one espe- 
cially appointed by President 
Eisenhower, the other two set 
up by Congress—are planning 
separate reviews of the various 
projects that make up the 
Mutual Security Program. 


The combined findings will 
largely determine the nattire, 
scope and mode of financing of 
projects in the future. They 
will guide Congress in its handl- 
ing of mutual security legislia- 
tion next year. 


The committees may be ex-| 


pected not only to study the 
results of past programs, but 
also to .weigh the merits of 
grants versus loans, military 
versus economic aid, and long- 
term versus short-term  pro- 
jects. 


The President’s “Citizens’ 
Committee” is headed by retir- 
ed industrialist Benjamin Fair- 
less. The two Congressional! 
committees — one from. the 
Senate and one from the House 
of Representatives—are auto- 
matically made up of members 
from political parties. 


One factor which obviously 
will figure in the deliberations 
will be the recent switch in So- 
viet tactics, For as Secretary 
of State Dulles has noted, the 
Soviets are now pursuing “their 
foreign policy goals with less 
manifestation of intolerance and 
less emphasis on violence ... 
(and with) heavy emphasis on 
trade and economic assistance.” 

Were there any reason to be- 
lieve that the Soviet leaders 
have abandoned their traditional 
objective of world domination, 
the new Soviet program would 
be welcomed. But, as 
Eisenhower recently pointed 
out, “the vast Soviet military 
establishment has not been 
scrapped, On the contrary, the 
Soviets and their Communist 
allies are increasing the 
strength and effectiveness of 
their armed forces ... the threat 
implicit in this huge aggrega- 
tion of military power still casts 
an ominous shadow over the 
world.” 


What U.S. Officials want, con- 
sequently, is (1) to enable the 
Free World to keep up its de- 
fensive guard; (2) to counter So- 
viet maneuvers aimed at ex- 
ploiting economic and political 
weaknesses, and (3) to equip 
the Free World to meet any sort 
of new Soviet challenge. 


Soviet policy is today follow- 
ing a clear pattern. First, the 
USSR is conducting a holding 
operation vis-a-vis Western Eu- 
rope, while seeking to under- 
mine the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. And second, it is 
seeking to expand its economic 
influence in the Near East, 
Africa, Southeast Asia and else- 
where. . 


To meet this challenge, U.S. 
Officials say, two things are es- 
sential: Greater flexibility, and 
greater assurance of continuity 
of economic aid projects. 

The U.S. goal in re-examin- 
ing its mutual security pro- 
grams thus is not to economize, 
but to increase the entire pro- 
gram’s effectiveness. 

Eisenhower has told the 
American people: “To help a 
free country to maintain forces 
necessary for the protection of 
its freedom and independence 
beyond those which it can alone 
support may mean foregoing 
some domestic expenditure. To 
help a less developed nation in 
its initial steps to an economy 
that can sustain freedom and 
independence and provide op- 
portunity for higher living 
standards may mean postpone- 
ment of desirable projects here 
in this country. 


“(But) we must continuc 
willing to make these sacrifices, 
for the benefits we gain in the 
interests of peace are well worth 
the price.” 


The salient point of the mu- 
tual security review then is 
that foreign aid is certain to 
continue—but in such forms, 
by such means and in such 
magnitude as the three com- 
mittees find to be the most pro- 
mising in the second decade of 
the program.
